RUIN ON THE RHINE. 


A lAttieGerman Village Overwhelm 
eib an Ava:anche of SNiate. 


| Wiesbader (March 15) Cor.of London Standard 

Ne doubt to many of your readers who 
have madea trip up the Rhine, the 
smull town of Caub, the historical spot 
where Marshal Blucher crossed the river 
on the ist of January 1814, is well known 
through its splendid scenery and the wive 
that grows there. For the last few years 
the people have noticed that part of one 
of the mouutains—at the foot of which 
whole trees are situated, had moved 
about two feet dow. ward, forming ver- 
tical crevices, of which the bottom could 
not be ascertained. The numerous peti- 
tions sent to the government in Berlin, 
in which attention was drawn to the im- 
inent danger, induced the authorities to 
erect a wall thirty feet thick about a 
hundred yards above the houses, in or- 
derto prevent the rocks from rolling 
down andcrushingthem. This wall was 
built six months ago, and since that time 
the miners, about thirty in number, 
working hear the summit of the mountain 
for slates, were ordered to throw their 
ru) bish down in the direction of the guar- 
diun wall, which accumulated in time 
to an enormous mass. Whatever reason 
the government may have had for giving 
this order, it is certain the public will 
not be convinced of the propriety of the 
measure, the more so as the valley on 
the left side might have been purchased 
and used for heaping up the waste, 
whereby, at all events, no houses would 
have been endangered or lives lost. 

A MOUNTAIN MOVING ON THEIR HEADS 

Last Friday night, shortly before 
twelve o'clock, the inhabitants were 
alarmed by the bells and night watchman 
as well as by the cries of the people, that 
a portion ofthe mountain was rolling 
down, andevery body hastened tothe 
place culled the Kalkgrube, where a sight 
as horible as ever mankind witnessed pre- 
sented itself. In consequence of the rain 
during the last few weeks immense mass- 
es of slate suddenly gave way from above 
sndcame down with tremendous force 
against the guardian wall, which gave 
away with a terrible clash, together with 
the immense amount of waste slate that 
was piled up against it.

The scene that followed is sca e- 
ly to be described—the screams of about 
two thousand men and women, who sur- 
rounded the entrance of the only two nar- 
row streets leading to the place of the dis- 
aster, combined with the crics for help 
and the expressions of fear that still great- 
eraccidents might occur, were for some 
time were deafening. Order prevailed at 
last, audethe men set to work, all though 
it was pitch dark, to release 

THEIR FRIENDS AND NEIGBORS. 

On Saturday morning they heard 
sounds below, and digging in that direc- 
tion they succeeded after a hard struggle 
in liberating a man, his wife and her sis- 
ter fromthe ruins. The man, although 
seriously injured, may yet recover; the 
two women (with whom I have spoken) 
were not hurt atall. Later on, the bod- 
ies of two men and four women, fearfully 
mutilated, one man decapitated, was got 
out, and more distant sounds were heard 
from beneath. During the night a mes- 
senger on horseback hid to be sent to 
Bacharaeb, which lies about eight miles 
lower down the river, to telegraph for 
assistance; because Caub, although a rail- 
way atateen, bas no night service und 
therefore telegrams could only be issued 
from thence. In the morning a detach 
ment of pioneers arrived from Coblenz, 
also the government president, accompa- 
nied bytwo engineers from Wiesbaden. 
In the course of the day another express 
train brought more soldiers, who, howev- 
er, were recalled shortly afterward,

having endangered Coblenz and its 
neighborhood. As soon as the first mil- 
itary detachment made its appearance the 
citizens were driven away,and have since 
been prevented from working. On Sat- 
urday night the thirty pioneers stopped 
work altogether, by order of their officer. 
They had not done anything worth men- 
tioning to relieve those,who are perhaps 
living, and how the government will an- 
swer for not allowingthe miners, who 
would willingly work day and night to 
assure them selves of the fate of their fel- 
low creatures, I do not know.

The more privil ged spectators were 
showen into the budy ot the Temple 
Che others'were conducted to the lateral 
galleries reserved On Saturdays for te- 
male worshippers. 

At 10 o'clock a brigide of police was 
sent to keep order amuvg the equipsg-s. 
Tbe Moorsh porch at the entrances of 
the synag’gue was protusely decorated 
withflowers Inthe int ricr the ladies 
assembled 6n the left side of the Temple, 
while the gentiemen, with their hats on, 
coogregated tothe right. The toilettes 
were much more rich, but less ¢] gant, 
than one sees tt fashionable Catholic 
weddings. There was a great display of 
jewelry in the bonnets, in which were 
fastened, instead of the tuckless now 
worn, rare and costly gems. 

Sbortly afier 12 some hundred tap:rs, 
behind a seven-branched candk stick, 
were ligated. Their rays, fallirg upon 
the ornaments, produced a glittering 
effect. Then entered, in Oriental hais 
and vestures, Isidore, the Graad Rabbi 
of France $Zadoc Khan,the Grand Rabbi 
of Paris; and Rabbi Bauer, who was to 
offer wine tothe newly-wedded couple. 

They awaited for some moments the 
bridul party in front of a baldequin 
placed on an eleyated pirt of the floor, 
and rescemblicg a Moor.sa kiosk.

The senate bill simply provides that a 
man shall not be prevented frum having 
a dix harge because he has done the mei- 
itorious and commendable thirg of 
making ao assignment for the benefit 
of ail his creditors, without 
any prejerence whatever and in perfect 
good faith. The disir«t courts have 
variously construed the present law on 
this poict, and the object of the senate 
billisto put an end to decisions that 
make the bankrupt law inthis respect 
one thing in one district and anotuer 
thing in another district. We give the full 
text of the amendment as it ; assed the 


senate : 


That section 12 of said act be, and the same is 
hereby, amended as foilows: After the word 
*‘committed,’’ in line 41, insert: ‘‘Provided also, 
That no voluntary assignment by a debtor or 
debtors of all his or their 1 roperty, heretofore 
or hereafter mde in good faith for the benefit 
of ali his or their creditors, ratably and without 
creating apy preference, and vali according to 
the law of the state where made, shal! or itself, 
iu the event of his or their being aoa mae 
adjudicated bankrupts in a proceeding oi invol- 
untary bankruptcy, be a barto the discharge of 
such debwr or debtors.”’ 


A long discussion, most of which was 
irrelevat t, took place when the bill was 
called up; but in the end no senator was 
willing to vote that an int-rpret.tion of 
a single seutence in the bankrupt law 
should longer bea bar tothe discharge 
of a debtor who had made a full and

REVIVAL OF THE MINUET. 


How It Was Daneeod tn Washington’s 
Day. 


New York Tribune. 

For the first time iu this city since 
Was! ington’s day, as iti. bel eved, the 
genuine minuet de ja cuur was danced 
Lue: day night at the academy «:f mus ¢ 

n the cause of charity. It op»ned the 
ba'l, as it did in ‘he days of the grand 
monarch in France. It was s mply an 
illustration of the-minuet by twenty or 
more young people, who have been 
prac icing i's intricacies diligently for 
the last month. What passes current 
by the name ofthe minuet in the dan- 
cling acudemics in this and other cities 1s 
only a quadrille with tue flavor of the 
staiely old-time dance whose name it 
has appropriated.Properly, the minue: is 
uanced only 10 couples, as are the galop 
and waltz and other round dances of the 
present day,the cheapervurrency which 
has driven out of use the better : terling 
co.n of a former pe:iod. It wasso d.n- 
cedin colonial days. There lives in 
Germantown, Pa., a silver haired old 
lady, born over one hundred years ago, 
name: Mrs. Margaret Bogg, who, a’ on: 
of the courtly private assemblages of 
tha: era, led the minuet wiih Washing- 
ton, and from her it is possible to ‘earn 
the mavner of the genuine minuet de la 
cour withont resorting tothe libr ries. 
The occasion was u tea party of about 
‘weuty guesis, of which Mrs. Boggs, 
theu eightees, wasone. She wore thar 
evening a satia dre-s with a very long 
train—so loug, in fact, that in entering 
the hou-e it was necessary for her 
maids 10 come behind aud lift it as she 
wuik- d. Her hair was arranged in 
front like a cushion, and fell in n:tura: 
curls dowa her shvulders, and was all 
powdered, afer the pretty coloniat 
fasuion. Was.uington |. d her by the kane 
to the floor. ‘The music w»s slow an: 
dignified, almostchoral in its charoccer. 
After a profound salutation to the com- 
pany, three s'ow steps forward were ta- 
keu, followed by an equa ly gr.ve s:I}- 
utation to ea‘h other. At this pointa 
modern soc ety girl would have | uzh- 
ed, bit there was no Jauhging with the 
dignified W shington. Afer the rev- 
er nce the yuung lady was led to her 
place by the hand. ‘There then be- 
gan a series of slow, graceful evol. tions 
by which the imag:native old French 
masters, who perfected this dance, in- 
tended to represent the varying rela- 
ions of two vewly formed acq.auintan- 
ces to each other in good soviety. Aft 
times the partners were ten paccs apart. 
they would pxss eac other gracefully, 
but gravely, two or three times, as 
tuough reluctint to met; then advance 
slowly, with a +mile, and join bands; 
and then coquetishly retire, sull facing 
and -mi.ii g; then hesitate, and pirou- 
ett-, und even abso utcly turn away from 
each other; ultimately, however, advan- 
cing with a smile and joined b oth hands 
and returning tother places. It 
was in this manner that ‘the minuet 
was danced «tthe acad- my of music. 

The mem ry of thi old amusement 
has been kept alive through varivus 
caus 8, and attimes the dance has 
seem donthe point of returning to 
pub ic favor. Thirty years xgo, in the 
capi'als of Europe, there were decided 
symptoms of it, [t wasdanced at V en- 
na and at London, and else where, but 
its reign in Europe was short. In this 
country it has been taught at Baltimore, 
in western New York, at Boston, Phil- 
adelphia, New York, andels: where. 
About ten years ag» a coterie of young 
people enterprising y attempted to mas- 
ter its diffi:aities, tolend an adiitional 
charm tw the private entertainment ofa 
wealthy gentleman of this city Some- 
thing by the name cf the minuet is 
danced inthe academies of instruction 
here every winter, and only last Satur- 
day night this quadri lle miuuet was 
one ofthe featur-s of tue evenings 
pleasures at an assemblage of young 
devotees of fashion on Fifth aveuue. 

l'wo years ago something py the name 
of the minuet was ulso brought out up- 
on he stug:, as wiil be remembered by 
every body whosaw “‘I'be School for 
Scandul” at the Fifth Avenue Theater. 
That sterl ng drama was illuminated by 
a danc: having some of the steps of the 
minuet, and follow d by th» rapid ga- 
vo te,a furious wiirl that was some- 
times al.owed to sup! ment tne graver 
ngure: asthe later jig concluded the 
quadrile. It will be seen, therefore, 
forthirty years there has been som- 
promise of a revival of the javorite dance 
of our great-grandmotbers; and, wait- 
ing jike Electrain he old tale, for the 
re‘urn of Oregt-s in all the glory of his 
uncient name, the dancing-masters of the 
country‘he ve been enticipating for years 
hat the next season surely would see 
tne installation of the m:nuet as a posi 
tive feature of private gather.ngs for 
amus ment is good society. Until the 
pres nt moment, how: ver, nothing has 
been vi-ible of the winderer—certain'y 
no: hing really to justify the hopes of the 
professors. 

It would not be strange, however, if 
society inone of its wayward freaks 
took up the o'd dance again. The great- 
grandmothers who ere still surviving 
saw the minuet depart with powdered 
bair, long trains, and old-fashioned 
country gentleman. The tm:+s ere 
again changing—io fact have changed. 
la grand socis! assemblages toilets ure 
worn that do not comport well with 
rapid motion, and do not app ar to their 
best advantage in the favorite dances of 
society. The spirit of the age creates a 
pa siun for the walz, galop and r. dowa.: 
As itis put by Grafulla, who surveys 
the ball-room with a veteran's ey, “ev- 
erything is now velocipede.” It cannot 
long remain+so with the fashion of 
wearivg elabor teand b: au iful -ostumes 
at the bail. And it is questionable whe h- 
er the d.gnity and proprie y of grand
